hA1man In the river." cried those who
had witnessed the accident. A second later
and a man dived off a pile into the murky
waters of the river. Two little splashes tola
the story that his shoes, whfch he had
hastily removed, had slipped oft the piling
into the river. Then the sight of a strong
swimmer rescuing a man wno couiu not
swim was witnessed. There were no ropes
near, and it was feared that if a plaTlk were
thrown out to the man that it might strike
them. Several women xulnted, and men
held their breath until the swimmer got
hold of tho bottom of the piling. Then he
was quickly given assistance, and the two
were helped to the shore. George McGulre
was the name of the man who had fallea
Into the river. He was almost drowned,
and Sumner Woods, his rescuer, was com-
pletely exhausted.

Boys Discover Supposed Remains
of Frank Kennedy in Cahokia

Boys made a grewsome yester-

day afternoon while fllilng In Cahokia
Creek, south ot Edwardsville. They had
been having little luck with their lines, and
eome of them began to walk up nnd down
the bank dislodging logs. One of them,
John Uhl, called to his companions that he

As the object swung away
from the willows at the edge of the water,
the face of a man turned upward for an In-

stant, and then the body, for such It was,
sank out ot sight.

The bos ran horrified to I'oag, which
was tho nearest place at that point of tho
creek, and notified B. F. Hlfislns, engineer
for the EdnardsUlIe waterworks, who tel-
ephoned to tho authortles.

The body was removed from the water,
and has been partly ldentlllfd. It Is be-

lieved that the discovery clears up a mys-
tery which puzzled people ot tho ylclnlty
for more than a month past. A young man
named Frank Kennedy worked during the
past winter for Chariest Hess,, a well-to-d- o

rarmer or near Poag station, on tne Wa-
bash. Kennedy was rather reticent, and
Hess could learn but little of his past life.
The young man admitted on one occasion,
however, that his relatives were wealthy,
and lived In an Illinois town, but why he
had left them and gone nmonf? strangers to
work as a farmhand he would not say.

During April Kennedy went to Edwards-
ville one day to make some purchases. He
failed to return, and although Mr. Hess
made all possible Inquiry and the neighbor-
hood was searched, no clew was ever heard
of. It Is believed that the body found In
Cahokia Sunday afternoon is that of Ken-
nedy. It was so badly decomposed as to be
